The exact value’ of the conces- 
sions will not, of course, be known 
for some time. Aside from the 
lack of specific information as to 
the extent of the oil and other 
mineral deposits, a’ difficult ques- 
tion of boundary remains to be 
adjusted. The Mosul region, be- 
lieved -to be rich in oil, is included 
in the area covered by the conces- 
sians, but that territory has been 
the subject of a bitter dispute be- 
tween Turkey and the Allies, and 
its status still has to be deter- 
mined. 

The attitude of the American 
government, it is stated, has not 
been altered. since’ the convening 
of the Lausanne conference, when 
this government indicated it had 
no interest in territorial questions 
that might be considered by the 
conference. This .befig the case, 


Turkey of the Chester concession 
would not influence the Aimericen |} 
government to take a stand one 
way or the other when the ques- 
tion of the Mosul boundary again 
comes up for consideration.

Russ Dictator Helpless but 
Intellect Works 
Communists May Urge Poi- 
son to End Suffering

Today he is almost certainly in’: 

the Kremlin where he has had a 
suite of rooms for,the last fivp 
years, s0 that, whén his condi- 
tion became hopeless, his  col- 
leagues probably had him trans- 
ported from Archangelskol to Mos- 
cow. i 
There is always a nurse in at- 
tendance, but Lenin's wife and sis- 
ter are also frequently in the sick 
chamber. Neither of these, however, | 
is very feminine or restful. Lenin's | 
wife, Krupskaya, is a fanatical 
communist and was a convict in 
Siberia when Lenin married her. 
During the Aast five years she has 
been working on educational ques- 
tions strenuously as her hus- 
band worked on the communist 
question, her aim being to estab- 
lish a system under which the 
youth of Russia would lose their 
Christianity and become not only 
communists, but also militant athe- 
ists. 


Owing to the pressure at which 
she works, her health has broken 
down and for the last three years 
she is haggard, thin, sickly, un- 
impressive and careless about her 
dress. But when she speaks on 
her favorite subject of education 
at the communist meetings, her f 
lights up, her words arrest 
tention and her earnestness €n- 
ables her to hold her tng 
She is not the sort of woman, how- 
ever, to have in a sick-room. Nor 
is Lenin's sister, who is also a 
communist and a fanatic. 
particular fad is the protection f 
minors. In young people of both 
sexes she takes a keen interest and 
if they are criminals she tries to 
reclaim them by expounding ‘to 
them the gospel of Kar! Marx. 

Lenin's sister is married and is 
called Elizabeth Liyevna llia- 
zaroya. Her husband is an Armeni- 
an and she is a Christian, who will 
probably insist on having religi- 
ous service said for her brother 
when he dies. She is about 60 

ears old. 

‘ Neither Lenin’s wife nor his sis- 
ter have any children. Both of 
them are nearly as much em- 
bodied in theories as Lenin. 

It ig quite possible, considering 
the theories held firmly by Lenin 
himself and’ by everyone who now 
visits him save Dr. Forester, that 
the dying dictator may be asked 
to wink his eyes in case he de- 
sires the administration of a pots- 
‘on which will carry him off in- 
stantaneously without causing him 
any pain. 

Everything in connection with 
the death of this great material- 
ist is strongly materialistic, and -in 
sharp contrast to the average Rus- 
sian deathbed in former times.

But now 
he has disappeared so many times 
frem public life and has becn 80 
long withdrawn from active con- 
tre] that the people are quite in- 
different to his passing away.”

“Several years ago Einstein said 
that kis theory of relativity must 
stand three astronomical tests suc- 
astully, or be revised, one of the 
three tests consisting of the eclipse 
pyoblem with which we are now 
ed. 


THIS WAY 
“If astronomers photograph the 
stars surrounding the sun at time 
of total eclipse—the stars could 
not be photographed at any other 
time because of the brilliant sky-— 
they would find that the image of 
a star on the photographic plate, 
whose ray. in traveling from the 
star to the photographic plate just 
grazed the edge of the sun would 
be diaplaced outwardly with ref- 
erence to the center of the sun's 
image on the plate through a dis- 
tance of one and three-quarter 
seconds of arc, the star's light ray 
would be bent from a straight line 
by this amount while the ray was 
passing through the sun's gravita- 
tional field. 
“Dr. Robert Trumpler aad I 
have each in recent months 
measured three of the four Aus- 
tralian plates and the three cor- 
responding night plates complete- 
ly and independently. The num- 
ber of star imiages measured on 
these plates varied from sixty-two 
as a minimum to eighty-four as a 
maximum. Four out .of the six 
sets of measures have been sub- 
jected to rigorous methematical 
treatment, and the five results for 
the bending of a stellar ray just 
grazing the sun’s edge are in close 
accord. They vary from a mini- 
mum of one and fifty nine-hun- 
dredths seconds of arc to one and 
eighty-six hundredths. The aver- 
age of the five values is one and 
seventy-four hundredths seconds 
of.arc.” 
This, he continues, is as close 
as the most ardent proponent of 
Einstein's theory could hope for. 
One pair of Australia-Tahiti 
plates remain unmeasured, but re- 
sults therefrom which will be ready 
in a month or two, Dr. Campbcil 
says, are not expected to modify 
the conclusions appreciably. 


HERE'S THE THEORY 

Pr. Albert Einstein of the Uni- 
versity of Berlin, announced in 
1905 what is .called the Einstein 
theory ‘relativity, dealing with 
physics general and with sight 
and gravitation in particular. 

Dr. Einstein’s theory is that if 
stars be observed when they are 
close to the su'ns outermost edge, 
the light coming from the stars to 
the earth would be bent by gravi- 
tational pull of the sun; stars at 
the outermost edge of the sun 
would appear displaced outwardly 
from. the sun by 1.75 seconds of 
arc; stars some distance from the 
edge of the sun would be displaced 
in ly as the distance from the 
éenter of the sun's disk. 

Such observation may be made 
only at the time of a tetal solar 
eclipse. Briefly the theory is that 
light is a substance and has weight 
and is subject to the attraction 
of gravity. 

The Crocker expedition for- 
tunate in that the day of the 
eclipse was bright and clear. A 
German expedition to Thursday 
Island for the same _ purpose, 
headed by Dr. Einstein, reported 
failure because fog hid the sun 
when the eclipse occurred. Dr. 
Einstein was quoted at Kobe, on 
his way home, to the effect that 
he thought the Campbell plates 
would prove his theory correct. 

Cc. H. Chant, professor of astron- 
omy gt the University of Toronto, 
on April 6 described as “distinctly 
favorable” to the Einstein theory 
of relativity observations made at 
Wallal during the eclipse by To- 
ronto scientists.

While retaining the existing 


method of apportioning represen- 
tation in the Assembly on a pop- 
ulation basis, the Prendergast-Wel- 
ler amendment would change the 
Senatorial apportionment from a 
population to a territorial basis, 
thus leaving control of the lower 
House with the metropolitan areas 
of the State and transferring con- 
trol of the upper House to the 
rural districts. 


The amendment reads: 
“Resolved by the Assembly. the 


Senate concurring, that the Lagis- 
lature of the State of California 
at tis forty-fifth regular séssion.

regards to light cruisers—as they 
may deem necessary in order to 
establish in fact as well as in theo- 
ry the ratio of 5:5:3. Thus will all 
disillusionments be avoided in the 
end and the cause of the world 
peace and understanding between 
the nations be truly advanced. 


“To sum up what we need and 
should proceed to acquire without 
further delay is a well-balanced 
treaty Navy. or else we cannot 
hope to maintain our ratio and 
must consequently cease to be con- 
sidered as a sea power equal to 
the strongest. The other great na- 

ons, parties with us to the naval 
treaty, have either in being or as a 
part of a well-defined construc- 
tion program now in operation, 
auxiliary craft such as light cruis- 
ers, aircraft, destroyers, etc., (not 
included in the treaty (in sufficient 
numbers to upset our ratio or bal- 
ance. [I am not a pessimist, an 
alarmist or a naval imperialist. I 
am an optimist and believe in 
striving toward the goal of world 
peace. This latter will not be 
achieved, however, by refusing to 
recognize the manifest require- 
ments of our Navy — the opposite 
result is more ly to accrue in

lean people know the truth and 
make their desires in the matter 
clearly known to the new Con- 
Sress—calling for action and the 
creation of a well-balanced ‘treaty 
Navy without further delay.

Upon ar- 
riva' of tne Pennsylvania, however, 
Ad:niral Jones will transfer his 
four-starred flag to the famous old 
cruiser Seattle, which has just been 
made administrative flagship of 
the entire United States fleet. 

>The Seattle, on her first visit 
here, arrived yesterday morning 
from the Navy yard, Puget Sound, 
after almost a year’s recondition- 
ing for her highly important new 
duty. She entered port only a 
few minutes in advance of the 
battle fleet. Her commander, Capt. 
Stone, was the first to pay his re- 
spects to Admiral Eberle, officially 
welcoming the fleet as the official 
representative of Admirhl Jones. 

With the return of the Pennsyl- 
vania, New York and Texas, there 
will be anchored in Los Angeles 
Harbor the greatest armada in the 
home a year on 
east coast and South America; 
the new light cruiser Omaha (the 
most powerful vessel afloat.) 
here for station; the new subma- 
rine tender Canopus arrived one 
day in advance of the fleet with 
her flock of seven R-type subma- 
rines; and tomorrow the hospital 
ship Relief and repair ship Prome- 
theus will arrive for station with 
the fleet, They are new ships in 
the Pacific. 

GUN PRACTICE NEXT 

The fleet will be in port for over- 
haul and gun drills during the 
fortnight. Gunnery exercises will 
commence with rehearsals for 
long-range target practice on the 
23rd inst. The first fring will be 
on May 1, when the New Mexico 
opens the new gunnery year by 
firing long-range battle. There- 
after hard work will be the daily 


program until after May 25, when 


the entire fleet combines in the 
staging of squadron practice—the 
most spectacular of all naval man- 
euvers. The annual summer move- 
ment of the ships northward will 
begin May 28, when all ships with 
the exception of the Nevada and 
Oklahoma depart. Those last two 
craft wiil remain here to complete 
delayed gunnery exercises. 

Fleet staff officers announce that 
no confirmation has come from the 
Navy Department as yet on the 
proposed “eight-knot” cruise to 
Australia. Five months would be 
required to make the cruise this 
summer, the particulars of which 
are now before the Navy Depart- 
ment in an employment schedule 
submitted by Admiral Eberle. 

Ninety-five days this year will 
be spent by the fleet on Puget 
Sound. Every fiag officer now on 
duty with the Battle Fleet is ex- 
pected to be changed within ‘the 
next sixty days, officers of Adrniral 
Eberie’s staff announce. 
the same source it is learned that 
Admiral Robert E. Coontz ts ex- 
pected here to assume command 
of the entire United States Fieet, 
with Admiral Eberle going to 
Washington to assume Admiral 
Coontz’s present duty as chief of 
naval operations. cretary of the 
Navy Denby, is said to have an- 
aounced his intention of making 
the two appointments during his 
visit of the fleet at Panama liast 
month.

City Is Seeking 
County’s Aid in 
Viaduct Plans 


The Boara of Supervisrrs yes- 
terday was requested by the City 
Council, on motion of Councilman 
Sanborn, to ‘be represented at 4 
conference next Thursday at the 
City’ Hall, at which will be dis- 
cussed the distribution of the cost 
of constructing six viaducts over 
the Los Angeles River to replace 
the present inadequate bridges and 
to eliminate grade crossings.

LOS ANGELES, April 3.—[To 
the Editor of The Times:} Your 
correspondent has misunderstood 
the nature of the controve on 
evolution.

Leading scientists hold that evo- 
lution is not a scientific fact. Her- 
bert Spencer, the greatest apologist 
for evolution, says: “No scientist 
of repute claims that evolution is 
science. It is an wnproven hy- 
pothesis.” Lord Kelvin, acknowl- 
edged by Prof. Milliken to be the 
greatest scientist of the age, ex- 
pressed his astonishment that 
teachers or preachers should state 
evolution in terms of truth “while 
it remained only an hypothesis in 
the laboratories of science.” It is 
now conceded by scientists gen- 
erally that “Darwinism is dead.” 

There are two great axioms of 
science that relegate evolution to 
the dust heap of exploded the- 
ories. First, “Life must proceed 
from Life.” Second, “One species 
cannot be transmuted into another 
species.” Growth ard development 
of the same species are scientific 
facta. Evolution from one species 
into another is unscientific. 

The theory of evolution is dia- 
metrically opposed to the Genesis 
account of creation and the fall of 
man, upon which our Lord set His 
seal of approval. It logically fol- 
lows the evolutionist denies the 
deity of Christ and rejects the 
Bible.

Ownership Squabble 


Bartlett and Miss Galpin for 
Swing-Johnson Bill 


‘Los Angeles will delay the Colo- 
rado River project for years if it 
sends a maa to Congress from 
the Tenth Congress District 
pledged to obfain for the munici- 
pality a contract for power devel- 
oped by the Boulder Canyon dam, 
Capt. John D. Fredericks declared 
yesterday in a speech before the 
City Club. | 

Capt. Fredericks defined his 
position on the Bouldér Canyon 
Dam Project after Alfred 1.. Bart- 
lett, another candidate for Con- 
gress in the Tenth District, had 
challenged a speech delivered 
Tuesday by the captain before the 
Federation of State Societies. Capt. 
Fredericks, Mr. Bartlett and Miss 
Lioy Galpin, Democratic candi- 
date for the same office, all spoke 
at the City Club luncheon. 

Mr. Bartlett spoke first. “I 
stand squarely on the principles 
of the Swing-Johnson Dill,” he 
declared. “There is no good reason 
why the policy relative to the dis- 
tribution of power should not be 
established now, rather than wait- 
ing for the uncertainty which 
seven years may bring forth.” 


ASKS CO-OPERATION 


Capt. Fredericks declared that 
it would be unwise for the city 
to delay construction work on 
the river project by injecting the 
municipal ownership issue into 
the matter. 

“No man who has been a paid 
lobbyist for the power companies 
in the State of California shoul 
be intrusted with the distribution 
of the power which will be de- 
veloped by that great project,” he 
declared. 

“What would be your view of 
yourselg if, while quarreling over 
the manner in which the dam is 
to be built, the Imperial Valley 
should be wiped out by a flood? 
“By linking hands we can build 
a dam which will protect the Im- 
perial Valley, and we will be here 
when the dam is completed. And 
the government will be here. We 
will have 750,000 horsepower when 
the project is finished, and Los An- 
geles will get its share of that élec- 
trical energy. ._Let’s not inject this 
quarrel into the project. 

“The Swing-Johnson bill at- 
tempts to link up with the dam 
a contract which gives the city of 
Los Angeles the right to all the 
power developed. Without attempt- 
ing to go into the merits of the 
contract, let me call attention to 
the trouble which would arise in 
Congress over the question of mu- 
nicipal ownership. It would delay 
the building of the dam for Years.” 
All three of the candidates in 
their talks declared <**.emselves in 
favor of early action by Congress 
on the Boulder Canyon dam proj- 
ect, and all said that the Los An- 
geles Harbor should be enlarged at 
the earliest possible date. Miss 
Galpin declared herself substan- 
tially for the Swing-Johnson bill. 
Mr. Barlett said he will support 
the ship subsidy plan. 


HARBOR PROJECT 

Capt. Fredericks told of the har- 
bor plans in which he took the 
lead in naming a committee of 200, 
each of whom agreed to contrib- 
ute $1000 toward a common fund 
to be used in making a survey and 
developing comprehensive plans 
for the cnlargement of the harbor. 
“The last of the 200 members of 
that committee cam. in before I 
retired as president of the. Cham- 
ber of Commerce, and the execu- 
tive committee is now being se- 
lected. In time we sh"! present to 
the government plans for a great 
harbor capable of acc..mmodating 
the ¢hips of the nations of the 
world,” he sald.

On 
the resumption of street-car serv- 
ice no attempt was made to curb 
bus competition until February, 
1921, when a ‘service-at-cost’ fran- 
chise became operative. Subse- 
quent regulation of busses only 
partially curbed the competition, 
and as a result street-car riders 
in Toledo today are paying a ma- 
terially higher rate of fare than 
would be necessary if the street 
railway system had no competition 
in the urban transportation busi-
